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Captain Alexander Latty, a red headed, liquor loving Scotch- 
man, sailed the Hudson's Bay Company's crack ship 
“Scarborough” into the Columbia and remained at Fort George 
(Fort Astoria) as the companies bar pilot. Indians, toyal to one 
who knew how and treated them justly, aided Latty in navigat- 
ing the ships over the treacherous bar, sometimes when both 
Captain and helpers were tied'to the masts. 


The American leader, Solomon H. Smith, the first white settler 
of what later became Clatsop County, as a religious man. He 
had been educated as a doctor and had taught school at Fort 
Vancouver. With his princess wife Coliast, who dominated the 
Clatsop Indians, he maintained order and gained great material 
wealth. In thelr fortress built home near what is now Ocean 
View Cemetery, they received and promoted all newcomers. 
There was a reasonable peace without law other than what 
provisions leaked through from the distant American provisional 
govemment organized at Champoeg in 1843, 


In.4850 Captain Latty put out to sea in his pilot ship while he 
was under the influence of liquor. He was drowned. His Indian 
wife, son William, and daughters Helen and Elizabeth moved to 
the cove north of Tillamook Head at the seashore, 


William and Elizabeth secured U.S. government land grants. 
Helen was married to a French Canadian half breed, Av. 
Cloutre, and employee of the Hudson’s Bay Company. To- 
gether they founded the summer resort industry at Seaside. 
The original building was probably constructed of logs, but later 
a good frame building named the Summer House stood close 
by the Necanicum on the William Latty donation land claim. 


The guests were seekers for something better, farther on. Set- 
tlers for Tillamook County, which, by the provisional govern- 
ment partitions, was part of Clatsop County. The travelers went 
to Tillamook by the front or back trails that converged at Sea- 
side. They brought out their chief product, cattle for beef, over 
these trails. 


‘The honored guests of the Summer House came by 


way of the mail stage from the boat landing at Ski- 
panon (in now Warrenton). The mail stage also 
brought groceries for the hotel, but much food was 
secured locally. Indian men with two-wheeled, spring-

Salmon was sold only to customers who cut the fish 
lengthwise of the body. Indian women, with pine-root 
baskets on their backs, sold clams, crabs, sheep toes 
foamacles) blackberries and cranberries. No doubt, 
many wild duck and goose dishes were served. Milk 
and cram were drawn from long homed cows showing 
Califomia-Mexican strain. 


The Cloutre family, father, mother, and five beautiful 
daughters were neighbors held in high esteem. Mrs, 
Cloutre was the first Seaside postmaster. Her post 
office desk may new be seen at the Portland Histori- 
cal Museum. When $.K. Stanley's wife died, leaving 
four little children, Mrs. Cloutre took the baby (Nellie 
Stanley Laighton) and wanted to keep her. The eld- 
est Cloutre daughter was among the first school 
teachers-at Seaside. She married a prominent Port- 
land merchant. 


A.J. Cloutre, acting as guide for three prominent men, 
died with the-three at the foot of Sugar Loaf Mountain. 
Mrs. Cloutre spent her last years with her daughter, 
Mrs. Benton Morrison, in Astoria.

EARLY SETTLERS MADE 
EFFORT TO DRAIN AREA 


The organization of a drainage district for the purpose of 
creating and maintaining drainage ditches and facilities in 
the area east of Gearhart and Seaside recalls the fact that 
the earliest settlers of the district took steps to the same 
end. This is the statement of Rose West Johnson, member 
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ed one hundred acres. "And there were still several hundred 
left over in the estate," John Adams commented. 

Paul See holds some of the older West family records, 
including five deeds or donation land claim records associ- 
ated with the West ranch in its heyday. It seems pertinent to 
here list those papers.

Paul See noted that the wreck of the Cairnsmore 
occurred Sept. 26, 1883. Clarence Sigurdson of Seaside 
had in recent years taken See to the site, which is a consid- 
erable distance from the present-day ocean shore, in 4 
dense grove of pine not far west of the south end of Coffen- 
bury Lake.

The Old Sears Roebuck Motor 
Buggy that Dr. Lewis Drove

As I had mentioned in a previous article to "Reflec. 
tions," that Dr. Lewis of Seaside drove a 1910 model Sear:

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The first West to come to Oregon was Josiah. With two ~ 
friends (Wyeth and Groves?) he rode horseback from Wisconsin to 
the Willamette Valley in 1856. He acted as chain man in Eastern 
Oregon surveys; Put in crops for some valley farmers, and attended 
Tualatin Academy in 1861 -=- to brush up he said. He taught 
country schools and in 1864 married Lamira Harrison who had 
crossed the plains by ox team with her parents in 1846 when she 
was two years old. She, too, had attended Tualatin College and 
taught school. Josiah and Lamira farmed for a time on Suavies 
Island, bought land of Lamira's miller father at Mountaindale, 
and tried the Palouse country in Eastern Washington territory. 
Rattlesnakes, coyotes, dust, heat, cold and Indians did not please 
theme In 1872 they bought the Zohn and Harriet Jewett Donation 
Land Claim on Clatsop Plains. Here the family of three children 
grew to nine, the six hundred forty acres to two thousand acres 
well-stocked with many cattle, sheep, horses, and hogs and fi- 
nanced chiefly by a cheese factory.

JOSIAH WEST 


Josiah West had been a resident of Oregon for six decades when he passed S 
away in Clatsop county on the 18th of November, 1920, at the venerable age of % 
eighty-nine years. He was born at Castle Creek, Broome county, New York, March , 
11, 1881. His great-grandfather, Thomas West, fought as a British soldier in the 
Revolutionary war in 1776 but deserted to join the colonial army, with which he 
participated in the battle of Ticonderoga. Josiah West enjoyed the advantage 
of college training in the Empire state and taught school both before and after 
coming to Oregon. His experiences in this state are interestingly set forth in an 
interview with Fred Lockley in 19138. Mr. Lockley wrote: “Recently I visited Josiah 
West at his home near West Station, Clatsop county, Oregon. Mr. West had just 
come in from his cranberry bog. When he had pulled off his rubber boots and 
stretched his toes comfortably to the snapping fire in the fireplace he said: ‘No, 
you have come to the wrong man. I am not one of the pioneers here. I have 
only been in Clatsop county forty-two years. From New York, where I was born, 

I went to Wisconsin and in 1859 I came out to Oregon. I settled near Forest 
Grove, where I taught school. My people were great abolitionists. So was I.* In 
fact, I went to an abolition college in the east and my early heroes were Theodore 
Parker, William Lloyd Garrison and men of that type. I married Lamira Harrison, 
whose father John Harrison, of Forest Grove, came to Oregon in 1846. He brought 
burs in his wagon across the plains for one of the first grist mills built in Oregon. 
There was considerable fever and ague in Washington county in those days so I 
decided to come down to the sea coast. You can know that I struck a healthy place 
when I tell you that I have raised nine children here and not one of them ever had 
a doctor until after he was of age. I bought a section of land when I first came 
here, for twenty-five hundred dollars, and I kept on buying as long as I found 
anyone willing to sell. I finally owned twenty-one hundred acres of land here and 
I don’t believe you will find better land lying out of doors than this land. Clatsop 
county is one of the finest dairy countries in the world and with our salmon and 
timber we certainly have plenty of natural resources and raw materials to work on, 
for a long time to come. I cut my ranch up and gave a chunk to each of my children, 
so that I only have about a section left now. Some of the boys wanted to go else- 
where, so they have sold their places. A good deal of it was peat bog. We didn’t 
use to know the value of it. Now they are planting it to cranberries and it is ‘a 
selling for three hundred dollars an acre. I had hundreds of acres of cranberry 
land but I gave it away, until I only have twelve acres of cranberry land left. * * * 
For a good many years I was in the dairy business but I am getting a little old for 
that now, so I have sort of dropped out of it. With the ocean at our front door. 
some of these days we are going to see this country build up for a summer resort.’ ” 

On the 29th of August, 1864, at Hillsboro, Oregon, Josiah West was united in 
marriage to Lamira Harrison, who was born in Jefferson county, Iowa, February 
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x 7, 1844, and passed away in Clatsop county, Oregon, November 18, 1916. She was 
E but two years of age when in 1846 she was brought by her parents to Oregon, her 
ae father being among the first pioneer settlers of this state. She attended the old 


Pacific College at Forest Grove, in which her future husband was also a student. 
Josiah West was ever a stalwart champion of the cause of education, rendered 
effiicient service on the school board for many years and gave all of his children 
the advantage of broad intellectual training. “Judge J. Q. A. Bowlby, attorney, 
came into the office of Judge T. S. Cornelius, sitting as probate judge, the other 
day to settle the estate of Josiah West, pioneer. As the two veterans bent above 
the papers and documents one of them remarked: ‘Who would have thought sixty 
years and more ago, that we two would get together here in Astoria some day 
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and settle up the affairs of our old schoolmaster?’ These two judges, as well as 
Congressman Thomas Tongue, went to school to Josiah West about sixty-four years 
ago in the part of Washington county near what is now North Plains. Josiah West 
later came to Clatsop county and settled on Clatsop Plains, where he died about 
eight years ago. The two pupils ultimately followed the schoolmaster, Cornelius 
to farm and Bowlby to practice law. Now the two, both judges, are settling the 
affairs of their old schoolmaster.” 

Josiah and Lamiro (Harrison) West reared a family of nine children, as fol- 
lows: Mrs. Mary Peterson, a resident of Hillsboro, Oregon; Lloyd G., living in 
Brownsville, this state; Willis J., of whom more extended mention is made below; 
Mrs. Maud Prescott, a resident of Alabama; Mrs. Daisy Fulkerson, who makes 
her home near Seaside, Oregon; Mrs. Rose Johnson, living on a dairy farm in the 
vicinity of Seaside; Theodore P., who is deceased; Paul H., who operates a dairy 
ranch near Seaside, Oregon; and Mrs. Violet C. See, who occupies a part of the 
old homestead on Clatsop Plains. 

Willis J. West was born near Hillsboro, October 3, 1869, and supplemented his 
district school education by a course of study in Willamette University. Subse- 
quently he assisted his father in the work of the home ranch for several years and 
then in 1900 went to Nomé, Alaska, where he followed gold mining for two years. 
After returning to Oregon he engaged in the logging business on his own account un- 
til 1908, when he made his way to Marysville, California, where he purchased a 
farm, planted a fruit orchard and conducted a dairy farm near Live Oak in the 
Sacramento valley. On disposing of his property there he came back to Oregon in 
1913 and bought a farm on the Necanicum river, a few miles south of Seaside. 
He cleared off most of the land that was still covered with brush and is now operat- 
ing a large dairy there. Mr. West keeps about forty head of Holstein, Guernsey 
and Jersey cows and some pure bred registered sires. He also purchases about 
one thousand gallons of milk daily during the summer season, from neighboring 
farmers, and successfully conducts a large retail milk business at Seaside and Can- 
non Beach under the name of the West Dairy, utilizing five delivery trucks. He has 
an up-to-date milking machine. The modern and commodious barn which adorns 
his ranch was built in 1924. 

Mr. West was married in 1909 to Lila P. Ross, a native of Michigan, and they 
are the parents of two children: Chester W., born in California in 1910 and now 
a high school student; and Violet, who was born in California in 1913 and is also 
attending high school. Fraternally Mr. West is affiliated. with Seaside Lodge of the 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows. He has served as a member of the school board 
and at all times has exerted his efforts and influence in behalf of community wel- 
fare and advancement. His well spent life has won him the esteem and friendship 
of all with whom he has been associated.

When Capt. Karl E, Skovgaard of Svendborg, Denmark, visited 
the Astoria area this week, he did what most tourists do. He went 
to Clatsop Beach, where a British sailing vessel lies buried in the 
sands she ran aground on 63 years ago. 

The Peter Iredale? 

No. The Galena. 

Both four-masted barks built in the same Scottish shipyard, 
the Galena and the Iredale were lost within a month of each 
other on this same fateful beach half a world away. 

Most people now remember the wreck of the Iredale because 
her bones still jut out of the sand at Fort Stevens State Park — 
while her “sister” ship, long since dismantled to the sandline, 
lies forgotten under a dune in Surf Pines. 

But Capt. Skovgaard has better reason to remembrer the 
Galena. 

Aboard Bark 

He was on her when she was wrecked November 13, 1906. An 
18-year-old seaman, he made his way inland with other crew 
members to the home of Josiah West, who cared for the sur- 
vivors while they awaited news of a ship to return them to 
England. Now 80 years old, and retired from a lifetime spent at 
sea, he returned this week (by plane, this time) to visit with 
the daughter of Josiah West, now Mrs. Harold See of Clatsop 
Plains, with whom he has exchanged letters for 63 years. 

He still has the hearty bearing of a man who has spent years 
at sea, a handshake like a stevedore, a healthy tan setting off 
his white hair. Visiting at the Columbia River Maritime museum 
and at Clatsop College, where his benefactor’s grandson, Paul 
See, is now an instructor in geology, he poured over maps and 
charts with See and — in English heavily laced with Danish 
accent — “‘told it like it was’’: 

These were headlines describing the wreck of the Galena: 
BRITISH SHIP GALENA HARD ASHORE AT CLATSOP 
Dense Fog and Southwest Gale Responsible For the Great 
Misfortune 
CAPTAIN HOWELL WAS IN CHARGE OF DECK 
Vessel Was Out From Junin, Chili, And Bound For Portland — 
In Ballast and Had Been Off the Columbia Bar for 
Nine Days Trying to Enter This Port 
Rockets were discharged in the early dawn but density of fog 
made them ineffectual — Crew of thirty all safely landed in 
ship’s life-boat — Found shelter and relief at nearby farm 
Describes Wreck 
“The Columbia bar isn’t easy to pass in today’s ships, and 
under sail it was a lot harder. We had stood off for nine days| 
until the weather was good enough, but we had to stay close 
enough to be ready to go over when the time came because a 
sailing ship can’t go against the wind. At last, toward daybreak 

of the 10th day, we got too close and hit sand. 

You know, if you sail a ship ashore, you can choose where 
you go; but if you drift ashore, you hit first ground and get 
knocked to pieces. It was thick fog, and no one saw the rockets 
we sent up. Because of tide, and pounding storm, it was the 
middle of the day before we all got ashore in the ship’s lifeboat. 
There were 31 of us, soaked to the skin with salt water. : 

We made our way over the dunes and came to a lake (Neacoxie, 
now Sunset) where we found one small boat . . . two of us rowed 
the rest across one by one . . . all sailors can’t row, you know. 

East of the lake we came to a cabin, where we dried out and 
spent the night. During the night we saw eyes peering in at us, 
and some thought they were wolves. At dawn we saw they were 
sheep . . . We didn’t know 
so we took one and roasted

how close to civilization we were,| you’d pay five cents a dance, and it would last only two minutes 
it, Then we set out across the hill.|... and all those girls! . .. they each had two rooms. .. .”

We came to a big house, and they took us all in (the old West 
house, about 1% blocks east of present day West Lake store). 
A few of the crew stayed in Astoria a number of years, but 
most of us departed Christmas Eve on a ship sent by the com- 
pany to pick us up.” 

More Adventure 

Though not as spectacular as his arrival, Seaman Skovgaard’s 
departure from Astoria had its moments of adventure also, for 
these were the days of the shanghaiers. 

As he put it: “If a captain wanted men then, he had to pay 
to get them. They do that in business now, but they don’t call it 
‘shanghai.’ . . . 

“On Christmas Eve the two captains (i.e., of the wrecked 
Galena and her rescue ship) were very careful that we got on 
board . . . that someone else didn’t take us away. There were 
about 20 other ships in the river that had been waiting for tide 
or weather six, seven, eight days. A little boat would make the 
rounds about every hour taking sailors in and out. The captains 
told us to wait until the boat came to get us at 8, and to make 
sure we stayed put, they gave us each a dollar for drinks, But 
when the boat came to take us, the captains weren’t on board 
. . . they were both drunk . . . so they gave us each another 
dollar and told us to wait until 10. Finally, at 11 we got on the 
boat. All night there were watchmen on the ship to see they 
don’t take men away.” 

He looks at Astoria today and compares it with the town he 
took away in his memory: 

“Now the ground has all come down over the water. . . . There 
was one street then that went along the river and all the houses 
on it were on poles (Astor, the ‘sailor’ street’) . . . you could 
row boats underneath the houses. . . . Every other one was a 
saloon or gambling house. . . . They all depended on the fisher- 
men, who had much money . . . you’d see them with bagsful of 
20-dollar goldpieces. . . . And there were dancing houses .

Galena beaching: 


Danish captain returns 
to 1906 shipwreck site 


On November 13, 1906, Earl E. Skovgaard 
of Denmark was an 18-year-old able seaman 
on the British bark Galena when it .came 
ashore on the Clatsop beach about three miles 
north of Gearhart during a storm, 

Last Friday, a retired Danish naval and mer- 
chant fleet captain, he returned to C lats op 
county to visit the site of the wreck, descen- 
dents of Mr. and Mrs. Josiah West, who first 
gave the crew shelter, and Astoria, where he 
had stayed during hearings concerning the 
wreck, It was his first visit here since 1906 

The Galena, which was wrecked 20 days 
after the Peter Iredale, was coming in from 
Chile to Astoria to take on a load of grain for 
Europe, It was carrying just ballast and was 
riding high when the storm caught it 

Captain Skovgaard recalled that it was 
“just an ordinary storm" but because the ship 
was in ballast it couldn't turn against the wind 
and current. They went over the first: wave 
and the captain saw he couldn't get the ship 
out, He decided to sail in straight because if 
the ship came in broadside, the waves would 
lift it and then drop it on the bottom, driving 
the four masts down through the hull, That 
would mean that the ship would stay out’ in 
deeper water, It was about 4 a,m, 

The crew stayed on the Galena until the 
tide went out and then came ashore, All they 
could see was the ocean, the beach and the 
first sand dune, They walked over the dunes 
and finally came to Neacoxie lake, Not know 
ing whether it was a lake or a river, the cap- 
tain sent one man south along the shore and 
another north, 

One of them returned within a few minutes 
to report that he had found a small rowboat, 
Leaving one man to wait for the other scout, 
the rest went to the boat, Because it could 
carry only two men, only one stayed on the 
eastern shore each trip, the other one rowing 
back to pick up another man, There were 
38 officers and men in the crew, 

They stayed the whole day in a small hunt- 
ing cabin on the eastern bank of the lale, That 
night they saw eyes in the dark and thought 
that the animals might be wolves, Skovgaard

related. Because they heard no noise, some 
of the men thought it might be deer, When 
daylight came, they found out thatit was 


sheep and they had roasted mutton, 

Then, they walked eastward again and in 
about half a mile came to the West home, 
They stayed there a day or two and then were 
taken by train to Astoria. After the hearings, 
which took about a week, Skovgaard and sev- 
eral others returned to the West farm, Skov- 
gaard remained there until December 24, when

he went to Astoria to join another ship owned 
by the same company and resume his sea ca- 
reer, Some of the others remainedin the 
county for years, 

Of the 38 members of the crew, Skovgaard 
recalled, only five on the British ship were 
Englishmen, The others were of various Scan- 
dinavian and European nationalities and lan- 
guages, except for the chief officer, who was 
a Nova Scotian, They got along in “ work 
talk" allright because they used a kind of pid- 
gin English but when it came to conversation 
only a few could talk together. 

"Discipline!" skovgaard commented, "The 
captain was master and ruled the ship, There 
was no doubt about that, We had some trowbe- 
makers but they did their jobs. " 

Last Friday, Skovgaard visited in Seaside 
with Mrs, Violet West See, with whom he 
had corresponded since he had stayed at her
